The  22  representatives  of  Oxford  and  Cambridge  Universities 
who  are  doing  more  to  cement  relationships  between  Great 
Britain  and  this  country  than  any  amount  of  rationalization 
about  the  Atlantic  Pact,  than  any  number  of  exchanges  of 
scholars,  lecturers  and  avowed  workers  for  world  understand- 
ing. The  first  group  of  "college  athletes"  to  mvade  the  United 
States  in  12  long  years,  this  combined  Oxford-Cambridge  track 
and  field  team  will  meet  Princeton  and  Cornell  here  on  Satur- 
day and  will  later  face  Harvard  and  Yale. 

Captained  Viy  a  20-year  old  medical  student  conceivably  one 
of  the  world's  great  milers,  Uie  visitors  from  overseas  have 
taken  cn"?r  on  the  University  campus.  They  are  sharing  dormi- 
tory quarters  with  the  Princetonians  they  will  face  in  competi- 
tion, are  eating  in  Oxfordesque  dining  halls  and  are  discover- 
ing that  Nassau  Hall  memorializes  William  HI  of  the  House  of 
Nassau,  that  the  American  office  of  the  Rhodes  Scholarship 
Trust  is  headquartered  here,  that  three  campus  buildings  bear 
the  names  of  British-born  University  presidents. 

Between  the  Oxford-Cambridge  teams  of  the  past  and  the 
1949  squad  there  are  perceptible  differences.  This  year's  con- 
tingent is  the  youngest  ever  and,  according  to  veteran  ob- 
servers, its  members  are  strikingly  similar  to  their  American 
counterparts — in  attitudes  and  interests  and  even  in  matters 
of  humor.
